WHAT  NEGRO  WORK  DOE 


DE.  B.  C.  LANG

Negro  Woi^  is  one  phase  of  Missions 
that  is  of  inestimable  value.  Inestim¬ 
able  because  of  its  far  reaching  and 
lasting  effect,  and  because  of  the  dire 
need  for  this  work. 

Dr.  B.  C.  Lang  give  the  mission  of 
the  church  as  being  four-fold:  “Mak¬ 
ing  disciples,  baptizing  disciples,'  in¬ 
doctrinating  disciples,  and  enlisting 
disciples." 

In  the  main,  Negro  Baptist  Minis¬ 
ters,  being  uniformed,  heretofore,  have 
been  forced  to  stop  at  the  half  way 
mark  in  carrying  out  the  Great  Com¬ 
mission.

The  result  of 
which  is  seen  In  the  stepped-up  work 
of  a  number  of  the  graduates  of  Mis¬ 
sissippi  Baptist  Seminary. 

Among  the  graduates  of  M.  B  S.  who 
are  forging  ahead  as  pastors  are:  J. 
J.  Overstreet,  E.  D.  Barnes.  W.  D. 
Ridgeway,  and  J.  H.  Ratliff.  These 
men  all  hold  the  Th.  B.  from  a  school 
made  possible  by  “Negro  Work  in 
State  Missions.*’ 

It  is  highly  significant  that,  al¬ 
though  these  men  came  to  MBS  with 
a  very  limited  amount  of  training, 
after  several  years  have  succeeded  in 
building  the  most  modem  cburcdi  edl- 
ficies  among  Negro  Baptists  In  the 
state.  Before  coming  to  M.  B.  S.  neith¬ 
er  of  these  men  had  been  able  to  ac¬ 
complish  much  In  his  field.  Since 
studying  at  M.  B.  S.  these  men  and 
others  have  become  outstanding  lead¬ 
ers  in  their  respective  communities.

We  have  $1.M«  for  Uw 
Chinese  Mission.  supplemenUng  the  sal¬ 
ary  of  Dr.  D.  I.  Young  who  works  with 
the  Chinese.  The  sum  of  $I.*0«  is  pro¬ 
vided  for  the  Preachers*  Bible  School 
held  primarily  for  our  rural  pastors  who 
feel  the  need  of  a  refresher  course.  We 
then  have  fl.OOd  for  tracts  and  promo¬ 
tion,  and  the  same  amount  for  State 
MLssion  promotion.  This  pays  for  tracts, 
booklets,  envelopes,  etc. 

Our  State  Mission  budget  also  pro¬ 
vides  »1.*00  for  promotion  of  the  Minis¬ 
ter  Retirement  Plans  —  including  all  the 
plans  along  wlUi  the  Widows  Supple¬ 
mental  Phin.  This  is  used  primarily  in 
promoUonal  advertising  and  promoUonal 
sappers.  IncldenUaUy,  we  used  over 
thirty  associatlonal  sappers  in  US#  In 
laying  the  background  for  the  promoOon 
of  all  the  work,  and  In  purtlcnlar  the 
debt  paying  campaign.  We  used  pronso- 
tional  suppers  aS'Dr.  Lawson  Cooke  tour¬ 
ed  the  state  with  ns  building,  Brother¬ 
hood  fires  before  we  bad  a  Brotherhood 
secretary.  The  MlnUter  ReUrement  plan 
was  quite  largely  put  over  through  the 
use  of  district  sappers  when  we  called  the 
pastors  together  from  over  targe  areas. 

In  these  meetings  we  did  within  two 
hours  what  it  would  have  taken  us  weeks 
to  do  at  much  greater  expense,  and 
then  we  would  not  have  gotten  the  Job 
dodh  had  we  tried  to  see  every  person 
individually. 

The  sum  of  $1.0M  is  provided  for  the 
all  important  EvangelisUc  Conference. 

The  State  Mission  budget  carries  a  II. SM 
Item  for  iiervice  Men’s  Aid.  This  Is  used 
in  reaching  service  men  down  on  the 
coast,  primarily  through  First  Baptist 
Church,  Biloxi.  The  sum  of  I1.5M  Is 
provided  for  the  annual  Board  meeting. 

This  year  we  had  a  $3.0M  item  for  Sum¬ 
mertime  EvangeUstIc  Youth  Program. 

All  other  items  are  la  larger  figures 
for  the  work  of  the  departments  and  so 
forth. 

We  have  a  great  State  Missions  pro¬ 
gram  and  certainly  Mississippi  Baptists 
mast  keep  it  going  for  Christ’s  sake!

1.  Stimulate  an  active  Interest  on 
the  part  of  the  Baptist  of  Mississippi 
In  their  glorious  past.  They  ^ve  not 
always  been  the  leading  denomination 
In  the  State.  There  Is  a  reason,  and 
they  need  to  know  and  keep  In  mind 
the  facts  that  have  put  the  denomina¬ 
tion  out  In  the  forefront— numbering 
more  than  50  percent  of  aU  the  pro¬ 
fessed  Christians  In  the  State.  The 
Lord  cautioned  ancient  Israel  to  "look 
unto  the  rock  whence  ye  are  hewn,  and 
to  the  hole  of  the  pit  whence  ye  are 
digged."  And  Mississippi  Baptists  ought 
to  cherish  a  desire  to  know  whence 
they  have  come,  and  how.

On  a  recent  Sunday  night  while  the 
churches  were  engaged  In  their  wor- 
ahip  services,  some  of  the  leaders  both 
of  church  and  state  were  having  a 
cocktail  party.  A  young  person  who 
was  there  told  of  a  young  lady  who 
refused  to  drink.  The  wife  of  a  promi¬ 
nent  deacon  was  sitting  near  her  and 
after  drinking  her  own  cocktail  ex¬ 
changed  glasses  with  the  young  lady 
and  drank  hers  also.  This  brings  to 
mind  a  statement  made  by  a  deacon  of 
one  of  Mississippi’s  largest  churches 
when  the  Department  of  Temperance 
Activities  was  first  begrm.  He  said,  "the 
place  to  begin  this  work  Is  with  the 
deacons  and  other  workers  In  our 
churches.*  The  spiritual  power  of 
many  churches  Is  being  short-circuited 
today  by  worldly  living.  We  can  not 
hope  to  lead  otir  churches,  the  state, 
or  the  nations  in  the  right  direction 
with  such  leadership.  We  have  no 
light  to  expect  God’s  blessings  on  us 
as  long  as  we  are  rebelling  against 
God.  ‘Blessed  is  the  nation  whose  God 
Is  the  Lord.* 

Dr.  W.  A.  Crlsswell,  pastor  of  the 
First  Baptist  Church  of  Dallas,  was 
the  preacher  at  the  Alto  Frio  Encamp¬ 
ment  In  Texas  this  year.  The  attend¬ 
ance  reached  two  thousand.  One  night 
he  preached  especially  to  young  peo¬ 
ple  In  a  great  consecration  service 
from  the  text,  “Be  not  conformed  to 
this  world."  He  said  that  there  are 
four  practices  far  too  prevalent,  even 
among  Christians,  that  should  be  'out' 
and  must.  If  we  are  to  have  the  power 
of  God  in  ourselves  and  exercise  it 


over  others.  They  are:  1.  “The  use  of 
alcoholic  beverages.  Nowhere  at  any 
time  or  under  any  condition  would  a 
Christian  compromise  in  this  area. 
Cocktails  are  ‘out!’  Beer  drinking  Is 
‘out’!  Voting  for  or  vrlth  the  liquor 
crowd  is  ‘out’!  Total  abstinence,  com¬ 
pletely  and  irrevocably,  should  be  in 
the  life  of  every  Christian."  2.  “Danc¬ 
ing  is  ‘out’  for  young  Christians  who 
would  make  his  life  count.  No  matter 
where  or  how  or  in  what  group,  danc¬ 
ing  and  soul  winning  do  not  go  hand 
in  hand."  S.  “Tobacco  is  'out'.  No  young 
persons  who  uses  tobacco  can  keep 
his  or  her  body  clean  and  fit  for  the 
indwelling  of  the  Spirit  of  God."  4. 
"Desecration  of  the  Lord’s  Day."  ’The 
speaker  shovred  how  every  people  and 
every  nation  went  down  when  they 
had  no  regard  for  God’s  day,  and  he 
told  of  what  is  happening  to  our  na¬ 
tion  in  this  generation.  The  report  of 
Dr.  Criswell’s  message  was  written  by 
Mr.  Walter  H.  McKenzie  in  "The  Chris¬ 
tian  Crusader,"  the  official  organ  of 
United  Texas  Drys.  His  report  tells  of 
Dr.  Criswell’s  earnest  appeal  for  a 
personal  commitment  on  these  four 
practices.  He  asked  those  between  the 
ages  of  13  and  25  who  would  Join  him 
In  this  four-fold  convenant  with*  God 
to  come  stand  by  his  side.  ’Two  hund¬ 
red  or  more  came.  They  all  kneeled 
down.  Then  the  adults  present,  who 
would,  were  asked  to  lift  their  hands. 
They  also  were  asked  to  kneel  for  a 
series  of  prayers.  Dr.  Criswell  closed 
the  service  with  a  prayer  of  dedica¬ 
tion.

with  young  children  whose  hearts 
were  tender  and  warm,  and  whose 
possibilities  are  limited  only  by  their 
willingness  to  surrender  fully  to  our 
God.  We  have  had  opportunity  to 
confer  with  many  groups  of  fine  pas¬ 
tors  throughout  the  state  and  to 
supply  the  pulpit  for  several  of  them. 
We  have  worked  in  eight  revivals  cov¬ 
ering  practically  every  section  of  the 
state.  We  have  been  consulted  by  pul¬ 
pit  committees  from  many  pastorless 
churches.  Public  school  superinten¬ 
dents  have  been  very  grracious  in  ex¬ 
tending  many  opportunities  to  speak 
on  chape^  programs.  Many  conferences 
have  been  held  with  associatlonal 
missionary.  It  has  been  our  privilege 
to  enjoy  the  warm  fellowship  of  many 
district  associations.  The  attendance 
on  these  has  reached  a  high  point  in 
the  experience  of  this  preacher.  The 
Interest  and  spirit  were  in  keeping 
with  the  attendance. 

’These  and  many  other  blessings 
have  been  enjoyed  by  your  hiunble 
servant.  Did  He  not  say  that  He  would 
open  the  windows  of  heaven  and  pour 
out  upon  iu  blessings  far  beyond  our 
deserts,  and  more  than  we  would  be 
able  to  receive? 

Our  hearts  go  out  in  deep  gratitude 
to  that  great  Christian  gentleman  and 
industrialist,  Mr.  R.  O.  LeToumeau 
for  providing  funds  to  help  carry  on 
this  work.  May  his  tribe  Increase. 

We  are  also  Indebted  to  the  Rome 
Mission  Board  for  their  earnest  desire 
to  help,  especially  In  the  field  of  rural 
churches  and  for  the  material  aid 
they  have  given  to  this  cause. 

And  State  Missions  —  the  elder 
brother  —  always  ready  to  help  in 
every  way.  Material  aid,  especially  ap- 
precUte  when  the  ^Ing  is  rough, 
fine  full  Cihrlstian  fellowship  with 
kindred  souls  in  the  other  depart¬ 
ments;  wise  counsel  from  the  brethren 
that  comes  tram  their  rich  experience 
—  these  and  many  other  blessings 
come  from  State  Missions.

Because  of  being  an 
underprivileged  race  many  of  them  are 
slow  to  comprehend  and  slow  to 
change,  but  when  once  convinced  of  a 
better  way  they  follow  it.  But  many 
are  quick  to  learn.  Several  of  the 
juniors  in  VBS  learned  the  books  of 
the  Bible  in  order  from  one  day  until 
the  next.  That  shows  how  quick  they 
are  to  learn. 

We  have  two  young  preachers  in 
Clarke  College  preparing  to  lead  their 
people  in  a  better  way.  We  have  seve¬ 
ral  more  young  people  there,  most  of 
whom  plan  to  gdve  their  lives  in  Chris¬ 
tian  service.

The  State  Board  helped  make 
this  possible.  Indisms  love  to  sing,  they 
never  tire  of  singing  and  music.  Then 
we  have  a  nice  modem  church  at 
Pearl  River,  Neshoba  County.  This 
was  made  possible  through  the  help 
of  the  State  Board.  We  never  could 
have  done  it  without  their  help,  of 
course,  the  Indians  helped  and  other 
people  too,  but  had  not  the  State 
Board  come  to  our  assistance  it  would 
still  be  only  a  dresun. 

This  is  only  one  j>hase  of  work 
helped  by  our  board.  Remember  in 
giving  to  state  missions  you  are  having 
a  very  vital  part  in  advancing  God’s 
work  among  those  who  csmnot  do  for 
themselves.

STILLWATER,  Okla.  —(BP)—  Re¬ 
ligious  education  courses  at  Okla¬ 
homa  A.  8c  M.  C^oUege  here  are  held 
in  15  Stillwater  churches  with  the 
pastor  of  each  church  serving  as 
teacher.

THe  Pastoral  Aid  is  a  fund  used  bo 
help  Mission  churches  pay  the  pastor's 
salary  when  help  is  needed.  X  have 
been  pastor  of  a  Mission  Church  for 
the  last  ten  yean.  Our  ebareh  receives 
I8S  per  month  through  the  pastoral 
aid  fund. 

’This  fund  bas  helped  wonderfully  in 
that  we  are  enabled  to  have  a  fuU 
time  program,  two  services  each  Sun¬ 
day  with  Sunday  School  and  B.  T.  B., 
and  prayer  meeting  two  nights  each 
week.  The  church  gives  10  per  cent  of 
its  offering  to-  the  Cooperative  pco- 
gram,  which,  in  the  laet  few  months, 
has  been  as  much  as  was  received 
through  the  pastoral  aid.  If  the 
church  continues  growing  we  can 
sponsor  our  own  church  program  by 
the  first  of  the  year. 

In  the  last  year,  we  have  received  M 
for  baptist  and  31  by  letter.  This  bas 
strengthened  our  church  considerably 
toi  all  phases  of  the  work.  During  this 
year  we  have  had  three  study  courses, 
one  vacation  Bible  school,  and  two  re¬ 
vivals.  *11118  has  been  made  possible  In 
a  great  way  by  the  Pastoral  Aid. 

Pastoral  Aid  enables  the  pastor  to 
stay  at  the  Job  on  the  field  more  of 
the  time,  if  not  all  of  the  time,  and 
helps  to  relieve  the  financial  strain. 
’This  fund  has  enabled  me  to  serve  my 
church  full-time,  live  on  the  field, 
have  a  reaeonable  salary,  making 
availaMe  any  serviee  night  or  day  to 
the  flock,  come  to  know  the  church 
field  better  and  to  do  a  more  efficient 
work.  ’These  advantages  are  attributed 
to  e  great  extent  to  the  patsoral  aid 
fund  for  which  we  are  gratefuL 


The  many  Mlmissippi  friends  of  Dr. 
J.  0.  Alser.  Jr.,  who  is  pastor  of  the 
Central  Avenue  Church  in  Memphis 
and  also  a  native  of  Hinds  County,  wfll 
rejoice  to  know  that  the  church  is 
making  much  progress. 

During  April  of  this  year  an  educa¬ 
tional  building  was  completed  at  a 
cost  of  approximately  kl3(i,000.  This 
provides  space  for  1,000  in  Sunday 
School. 

On  the  fourth  Sonday  in  Septem¬ 
ber,  four  churches  used  the  baptistry 
during  the  afternoon  and  evening.

WRW  YORK  — (RKRJ—  The  future 
of  the  Christian  Church  in  Cteehosio. 
vakla's  Commimlet  -eon  trolled  Peo- 
Irie’s  Democracy  "doaa  aot  look  too 
promising,’*  in  the  opinion  of  a  visitor 
who  has  just  returned  from  that 
country.  They  stated  that  the  new  gov¬ 
ernment  of  Caechoslovakla  "is  trying  to 
dominate  the  Christian  Church,  and 
use  it  for  its  own  purposes.’*  Its  stra¬ 
tegy,  “is  a  seeming  benevolence  to¬ 
ward  the  Church.’* 

Official  proooaneemen^  emphasize 
freedom  of  rellgiaa.  A  resolution  ac¬ 
cepted  by  the  Central  Actioa  Commit¬ 
tee  of  the  Natlbnal  rront  In  March  as¬ 
serted.  “FTedom  of  religloQ  and  the 
performance  of  religious  rites  Is  one 
of  the  fundamental  principles  of  our 
People’s  Democracy  .  .  .  The  unbind- 
ered  performance  of  the  religious  rites 
is  guaranteed.**  The  newly-adopted 
eonsUtution  allows  fuU  freedom  of  re- 
ttglon.  according  to  the  RN6  infor¬ 
mant.  It  does  not  state,  however,  that 
there  is  freedom  ot  assembly  and  or¬ 
ganisation.  It  is  also  expressly  stated 
that  “religion  cannot  be  used  for  pur¬ 
poses  which  are  not  religious  ’*  No 
mention  Is  made  of  who  is  to  say  what 
Is  rellgloas  and  what  is  not.  Nor  who 
Is  to  drew  the  Hne.  Nor  where  the 
line  lies  between  religious  and  noo- 
rellglous. 

One  of  the  first  laws  passed  was  a 
measure  stablizlng  the  salaries  of 
ministers.  Their  basic  salary  was  raised 
from  8.000  crowns  per  year  to  15,908 
crowns,  with  the  coagregaUon.s  pay¬ 
ing  as  much  as  they  can  and  the  state 
paying  the  diftorence. 

The  new  land  refonn  allows  congre¬ 
gations  that  own  land  to  retain  It  up 
to  30  hectars,  depending  on  the  kind 
of  land,  wheat,  pasture,  etc.  The  large 
estates  of  the  Roman  Catholic  Chuick 
were,  of  course,  divided. 

“Many  churchmen  are  distrustfol 
of  this  whole  thing,**  RMB  was  told. 
“As  the  Slovak  proverb  says,  ‘When 
they  are  trying  to  catch  a  bird,  they 
sing  nicMy  to  him.*  ** 

On  the  other  side,  ttie  new  regime 
expects  abecriute  submlsrion  of  the 
churches,  a  wbolMiearted  100  per  cent 
approval  It  expects  them  "in  a  mani¬ 
fest  manner"  to  Join  the  program  of 
the  government  of  Klement  Oottwald. 
After  all.  officials  say,  "the  purposes 
of  Christianity  and  the  Oottwald  gov¬ 
ernment  are  the  same."  The  Central 
Action  Committee  has  appointed  a 
commission  which  will  deal  with  the 
question  of  rrtlglon  and  churches,  its 
chief  concern  being  to  see  that  thers 
Is  harmony  between  Church  and  State. 
At  the  first  meeting  of  this  commis¬ 
sion,  one  speaker  stressed  that  “oos 
of  the  purposes  of  the  Church  is  to 
cultivate  the  love  of  country  and  add 
to  the  welfare  of  the  people,  and  sup¬ 
port  the  people’s  democratic  form  of 
government"  Another  speaker  added, 
"Who  crttlclza  or  condemns  a  posi¬ 
tive  atatude  toward  the  present  re¬ 
gime  Is  a  traitor." 

Resolutions  presenting  their  atti¬ 
tude  toward  the  new  regime  have 
been  issued  by  the  Roman  Catholic. 
Czech  Brethren,  and  Slovak  Lutheran 
Churches,  the  largest  Christian,  group* 
in  Czechoslovakia.  The  resolutions  are 
careful  to  point  out  the  spiritual. 
political  nature  of  the  Church,  the 
higher  Christian  values,  the  duty  to 
educate  citizens  In  accordance  wit 
these  values,  the  love  of  neighbor,  the 
general  duty  to  obey  the  governmen 
and  to  help  the  government  as  far  as

BtXSAREBT  —(RMS)—  Protestant 
and  Roman  CaChoUe  leaders  here  ace 
making  no  attempt  to  hide  their  con¬ 
cern  over  the  new  Romanian  Cults 
Law  which  wtn  become  effective 
shortly.  ITje  law  gives  a  favored  status 
to  the  Orthodox  Church,  to  which 
most  Romanians  belong,  and  places 
restrictions  on  all  other  religious 
groups.  Under  the  law.  aB  religious  or 
semi-religiotts  organisations  will  he 
brought  under  strict  BUte  centred. 
Thte  will  create  a  fferOcnlarly  serious 
problem,  especially  to  churches  which 
are  affiliated  with  denominations 
abroad  or  have  been  skccustomed  to 
reoeivtoig  foreign  support. 

Most  deeply  affected  is  the  Roman 
Catholic  Church,  wMch  for  nearly  two 
decades  bad  en)oyed  a  comparatively 
favored  position  In  Romania.  Accord¬ 
ing  to  informed  Church  eirries.  it  wUl 
be  difficult  for  Catholics  to  conduct 
normal  activities  In  the  future.  The 
biggest  blow,  they  my  Is,  the  State  de¬ 
cree  which  places  all  schools  under 
government  eootroL 
Baptist  leaders  are  convinced  that 
the  only  way  to  keep  their  congrega¬ 
tions  intact  is  to  oooperate  with  the 
government  as  much  as  posslhle.  How¬ 
ever.  this  may  mean  participating,  to 
some  extent  at  least,  in  Communist 
programs  for  youth,  and  admonishing 
pastors  not  to  preach  semMxu  which 
may  he  regartM  as  antl-Comraunlst.

WHAT  YOUTH  REVIVAL 
PROGRAM  DOES 

By  Chas.  W.  H*n»«r,  8Ut«  BSU 
Secretary 

Orer  one  hundred  college  students 
and  BSU  leaders  HSre  parUclpated  In 
more  than  one  hundred  Youth  Revi¬ 
vals  In  Mississippi  this  year. 
Reports  of  sixty  -  seven  revivals  in 
which  these  young  people  have 
taken  part  reveal  thdt  a  total  of  1525 
definite  decisions  for  Christ  were  made 
484  of  which  were  professions  of 
faith. 

This  Youth  Revival  Crusade,  the 
first  of  its  kind  ever  conducted  in 
Mississippi,  was  sponsored  by  the 
Mississippi  Baptist  Convention,  the 
Convention  Board,  the  Department  of 
Evangelism,  the  Baptist  Student  Union 
(which  acted  as  the  clearing  house, 
scheduling  most  of  the  revivals  held), 
the  College  Ministerial  Associations  of 
the  State,  and  the  Mississippi  students 
in  Southern,  Southwestern,  and  New 
Orleans  Baptist  Seminaries.  The  Con¬ 
vention  Board  appropriated  $S,000  of 
State  Mission  funds  to  finance  the 
campaign. 

Attesting  to  the  worth  of  the  Cru¬ 
sade,  besides  the  figures  above,  are  the 
following  representative  testimonies 
from  Mississippi  Baptist  pastors  and 
missionaries:  "These  young  people  did 
a  marvelous  work.  Every  home  visited, 
every  lost  person  contacted,  all  services 
spiritual,  every  prayer  service  well  at¬ 
tend,  all  socials  enjoyed,  and  every 
sermon  sound  and  inspiring.  .  .  I  am 
convinced  that  they  have  done  a  great 
work  for  their  Master.”

In  ad¬ 
dition  to  the  good  work  done  In  the 
church,  this  local  group  has  estab¬ 
lished  a  branch  at  the  Jackson  Air¬ 
base  with  an  enrollment  of  130.  Dr. 
Norman  Price  is  pastor  of  the  church 
and  promotes  the  work  successfully.

non-profit  Meals  for  Millions  Founda¬ 
tion.  announced  today. 

“Their  successful  experiences  in  us¬ 
ing  and  testing  the  nutritive  value 
and  palatablllty  of  MPF  in  various 
parts  of  the  world  from  the  Arctic  to 
the  Congo."  Clinton  said,"  have  en¬ 
couraged  7  foreign  governmental 
health  and  welfare  agencies  to  ac¬ 
cept  donations  of  MPF  from  the  Foun¬ 
dation  for  demonstration  feeding  pro¬ 
jects  designed  to  test  its  values  in 
raising  the  nutritional  levels  of  their 
own  low-income  populations.  These 
governments  include  India,  China, 
Puerto  Rico,  the  Philippines,  Mexico, 
the  Belgian  Ministry  of  Colonies  for 
the  Congo,  and  the  new  state  of  Is¬ 
rael. 

An  almost  unlimited  supply  of  this 
food  can  be  produced  without  using 
any  foods  on  the  normal  shopping  list 
of  American  housewives.”  The  food 
was  utilized  last  Spring  for  relief  of 
the  Navdjo  Indians,  as  well  as  to 
meet  an  emergency  among  hungry 
migratory  workers  in  San  Joaquin 
Valley  in  California.  Last  winter  it 
wa8  parachuted  from  Army  airplanes 
to  isolated  villages  of  starving  Eski¬ 
mos  and  Aleuts  in  Alaska.  A  box-car 
of  500,000  meals  was  contributed  to 
the  FMendshlp  Train. 

The  Foundation,  which  donates  a 
meal  of  MPF  to  a  relief  agency  for 
each  3c  contributed  by  the  public, 
has  hitched  the  current  domestic  de¬ 
mand  for  MPF  to  its  foreign  relief 
program  by  offering  a  2  -  meal 
postage  prepaid  sample  to  Ameri¬ 
cans  for  25c  or  “free  with  a  $100 
contribution  to  its  famine  relief 
program."  It  also  provides  a  mail¬ 
order  service  to  individuals  wishing 
to  obtain  MPF  for  their  own  use,  for 
church  demonstration  purposes  to 
raise  funds,  or  to  send  overseas.  60- 
meal  parcels  are  available,  postage 
prepaid  anywhere  in  the  U.  S.  A.  for 
$4.00;  and  72-meal  parcels  can  be 
shipped  abroad,  postage  prepaid,  to 
most  countries  for  $5.00.  Shipments  to 
China,  Spain.  Austria,  Palestine  and 
Africa,  are  $6.00.
